Portsmouth  School  of  Practical  Nursing 
founded  in  January,  1967,  is  the  first  school 
of  practical  nursing  in  Portsmouth.  The 
school  is  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Ports- 
mouth School  Board,  Maryview  Hospital  and 
Portsmouth  General  Hospital. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  to  provide 
qualified  applicants  opportunity  to  develop 
into  competent  practical  nurses. 

Rising  seniors  from  the  four  high  schools 
in  Portsmouth  are  admitted  to  class  in  early 
September.  Nursing  theory  is  taught  during 
an  academic  year  of  180  days.  Clinical  in- 
struction is  in  one  of  the  two  hospitals  for  a 
duration  of  33  weelcs. 

The  program  is  approved  by  the  Virginia 
State  Department  of  Education  and  the 
Virginia  State  Board  of  Examiners  for 
Nurses.
